I HAVE no quarrel with the religion of anyone. I believe th a t every one

But I do believe th a t religion is as essential for happiness as anything in 
this world.

There is one thing, however, th at I have never been able to un d er­ 
stand, and th a t is why anyone should interfere with the religious beliefs 
of someone else. Also, I have never understood why any religion should 
be anything but the simplest.

$7,000,000; 
State

Harrisburg, May 17 (AP).—Gov­ 
ernor Earle announced Thursday an 
agreem ent with the federal govern­ 
m ent whereby it will continue sh a r­ 
ing this state’s unemployment re- 
> ! load until June I when a new 
tax program will become effective. 
4Tter talking by telephone with 
Aubrey Williams, assistant to Ad­ 
m inistrator Hopkins, Governor Earle 
said the state was granted $7,000,- 
000 for unemployment relief. 
This amount, he said, is sufficient 
to care for Pennsylvania’s 1,730.000 
needy and destitute until the end 
of this m onth, together 
with 
a 
transfer 
of 
$3,000,000 
from 
the 
state's 
general 
fund, 
authorized 
W ednesday by the house. 
Governor Earle said he explain­ 
ed the tax situation to Williams. He 
told the government representative, 
he added, that all the controversial 
tax bills have been passed by the re­ 
publican senate and passage of the 
balance is assured. 
“Happy Day” 
•’Consequently," 
he 
continued, 
"M r Williams and I considered th a t 
the relief question is finally and 
definitely settled here for one year 
and th at this state is assured re­ 
lief until May 15, 1936. 
"Aside from my marriage, this is 
the happiest day of my life ’* 
The senate Thursday carried out a 
m ajor portion of its agreement with 
Earle on providing unemployment 
relief funds, giving ftual approval to 
seven items In a proposed 10-point 
revenue program. 
Dissenting 
votes ranging 
from 
th ree to 16 were east by some m em ­ 
bers of the senate majority, as the 
bills were sent to the house for con­ 
currence in amendments. 
Three more bills dealing with a 
two cent levy against checks, doub­ 
ling the one mill mercantile tax and 
adding one cent to the three cents 
per gallon gas tax, are on their way 
through the house.
